In response to applicants' arguments (pages 12-14) against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1 981 ); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1 091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1 986). It is noted that the claims are rejected under a 
combination of the Admitted Prior Art, Lang reference and Salmonsen reference as discussed in details in the previous Office action, in 
which Lang reference is used to teach a separated digitizer and Salmonsen reference is used to teach the teaching of interception of 
signals from a source device to a sink device, which both are missing from the Admitted Prior Art. 

In response to the applicants argue that "Lang discloses two distinct embodiments... are different and have to be treated differently" (page 
12), and "there is absolutely no discussion... how the second unit 60 in the second embodiment works" (page 13), it is noted that the only 
difference between the first embodiment (Figure 2) and the second embodiment (Figure 3) is the digitizer (VCR-ET 60 in Figure 3) is a 
separate device from the AVRU 1 1 (a conventional VCR), but the operations and processes of all the same components in devices are 
functional the same, and its advantage is that providing the owner of a conventional VCR the advanced capabilities in an economical 
manner by without duplicating much of hardware already present in his or her VCR (Col 1 1 lines 9-47). 

For the given reasons, examiner maintains the rejections. 
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
